The voters at that hour will 
ie required to select delegates to the 
county convention and also select 
member of the county central committee 
'rom each precinct. A good deal has 
jeen said by many of our voters as to 


a method by which delegates are to be 
lected, preferring that a primary elec 
lion should have been held instead of 
;he caucus system. 


In this connection it must be borne in 


mind that the plan which will be fol- 
owed was adopted by the county central 
committee. That committee alone has 
the power to determine the method ol 
selecting delegates, and it is fair to say 
that when the plan was adopted by the

gates that any other man has. In short 
be will have every right to express his 
wishes in any and every way that every 
other man has.

this right

duty of every Republican to attend these 
primaries and aid in determining its 
conclusions.

When a young 
woman she united with the Firat M. E 
church, and her name is still on the 
church roll. She was married in Deca- 
tur to Dr. Ira B. Curtis, July 10th, 1849, 
ehe with her husband locating at Tay- 
lorville, this state, where they lived e£\ en 
years, and where three of her children 
were born. She loaves many friends in 
her early home, she having always made 
friends by her kind and hospitable 
spirit. The} 11101 ed to Decatur in 183G, 
wnere they h«ne since icsided, her hus- 
band having died December IGth, 1891. 
She hacl In o children born to her, two 
of whom, Otto E and JFrank. arc etill 


yiio was a woman of character and 


enerRj—strong m the right—kind 


andfceneious, icadj to relieve suffering 
wherevei found-^veiy devoted to her 
iamiiy and nunieious friends. 
During the n ar, with many other pa- 
triotic women, she was untiring in her 
efforts for our aim}, sending necessaries 
and comforts for the suffering soldieis. 
She has boon an inialid for 20 years. 
Her illness was largely due to her un- 
told and brave exertions on behalf of 
her husband and family, when the doc- 
tor returned paralj zed from the battle- 
field of Shiloh in 18"2. After the doe- 
tor's return she devoted every energy to 
the care of iier husband and the rearing 
of her famih, being utterly unmindful 
of herself. It was her pleasure to care 
for her husband personally; no sacrifice 
was too great, co exertion too severe: 
she attended him assiduously day and 
night, at the same time assuming the 
financial care of her household. The ai- 
duous strain in a few years undermined 
her constitution, causing deafness, and 
after a few years more blindness also. 
During these years she was a wonderful 
example of patience, fortitude and never 
ceasmc kindness. During her own afflic 
tion, she has shown the same spirit of 
bravery and resignation, always mindful 
and considerate of others. She tried to 
relieve tho sorrows of others, enduring 
her own unmurmuringly. It is difficult 
to imagine the intense affliction of blind 
ness to ariyone; to an active, energetic, 
buBmess person as she was, words are 
entirely inadequate to describe the feel- 
ing of utter helplessness and desolation 
that must come, groping her way in the 
woild, dependent upon others when all 
of her previous life they had leaned on 
her, and then to add deafness to this, it 
seemed as if her cup was fu*l; no s\ m- 
pathizing voice to console and cheer iicr, 
to read to her, to talk to her, and m 
many ways to assist in varying her mo- 
notonous life. It is true there was a 
system of communication invented, but 
nothing that could in any way compen- 
sate for the sjmpathetic sound of the 
human voice 
Patience, cheerfulness 
and resignation, under an affliction so 
severe, is certainly a. grace faw mortals 
possess. From the beautiful beyond she 
sees us to-day. Iliere no ill can dim her 
vision; her ear catches all the sweet, 
harmonious sounds of Heaven. What 
it is wo do not know, but we-know that 
it is more beautiful than earth, and that 
she sees and hears it all. Those blind 
eyes see aftar twenty years of total 
dajkness, those deaf ears heat all the 
sweet music of Heaven. Death to her 
had no sting, the grave to her no terroi 
—opening tho portals of sight and sound 
and rest.

SEYERAL PERSOHS KILLED AID IUBT. 


Tb* People Thought the Day of Judg- 


ment Had Overtaken Them—Olaat 


Trees Snapped O0 tike Alders- 


Enveloped te Darkness. 


Torn bv a Orelone. 


TOLEDO, O., May 18.—Reports re- 


eeived here from various points in 
Williams county gave meager particu- 
lars of a cyclonic disturbance in that 
part of northwestern Ohio late last 
evening- The section of country be- 
tween Knnkle and Montpelier, on the 
Detroit division of the Wabash railway, 
appears to have suffered principally. 
The exact amount of damage done 
cannot be given correctly, but it is 
known that ten persons were killed 
and at least ten others were seriously 
injured. The names of the dead, as 
far as can be learned, are: 


Schlesser, Edmund, aged 64; hurled 


against a tree and almost instantly 
killed. 
Rigby, an elderly woman; had a 


limb torn from her. 
Small children, names unknown; in- 


stantly killed. 


Daniel Barrett; body badly crushed 


and arm torn off. 


Mrs. Daniel Barrett; horribly man- 


gled; uied within two hours. 


Martha Dason; instantly killed. 
Myrta Dason, limbs broken and in- 


ternally injured; died at 10 p. m. 


George Oxinger; head crushed, body 


disemboweled. 


The injured are: 
Longely, David; scalp wound and 


fractured leg; will die. 


Miles, Jason; head crushed. 
Charles, Mrs. H. B.; extent of injur- 


ies unknown. 


Charles Cole; internally injured; can-

hole from which the blood oozed. The 
younger, aged 10, lay almost In the 
arms of her sister, and her bones in all 
parts of her body were broken and 
ground into the flesh. Nothing could 
be done to relieve the little one's'suf- 
fering, and she died at 10 o'clock In the 
evening. 


George Oxinger, a hired hand of 


Barrett's, who was In the field plow- 
ing, saw the storm coming and started 
for the barn. He succeeded in getting 
his herses Inside and started for the 
house, which was about ten rods dis- 
tant from the barn, and exactly in 
line with the storm. 


Witnesses say that the man was 


lifted from the ground and whirled 
into tbe air at least a hundred feet, to- 
gether with timbers, fences, trees and 
other debris, scooped up in the rolling 
avalanche. 


Oxinger's lifeless body was found 


about one hundred rods from where he 
was lifted into the air. His bones pro- 
truded from the flesh, and his body in- 
dicated that he eame in contact with 
many of the flying trees and beams. 


James Whltle, another farm hand in 


the employ of Barrett, had a most 
miraculous escape. 
He was in the 


field with a team, in company with 
Oxlnger, and started to the barn. To 
the fact that his team became unman- 
ageable and broke away from him 
he probably owes his life. When the 
team ran away from him he started 
diagonally for the house, when the 
storm struck him, and he grasped the 
bottom rail of the fence with all his 
might The fence was completely de- 
molished, but the prostrate man lay 
unharmed. 


Just across the road from the Bar- 


rett residence stood a log-and-frame 
building occupied by Charles Cole and 
his wife. Cole and his wife took refuge 
in the rear of the house, which was al- 
most entirely demolished. They were 
out-led a distance of 100 yards. Cole's 
left hip was broken and he was other- 
wise badly bruised. His wife is badly 
bruised about the head, the skull near 
the left temple being crushed.
